Annual  Report  for  1962 


I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  ending 
31st  December  1962. 

The  mid-year  population  of  the  urban  district  as  estimated  by  the 
Registrar -General  increased  from  30,090  in  1961  to  30,800  in  1962.  There 
were  532  live-births,  one  less  than  in  1961,  and  the  birth-rate  fell 
slightly  from  17.36  par  thousand  population  in  1961  to  17.27  in  1962. 

There  were  5 still-births  and  9 infant  deaths  in  1962  compared  with  5 still- 
births and  10  infant  deaths  in  the  previous  year.  The  still-birth  rate  and 
the  infantile  mortality  rate  were  again  much  lower  than  the  corresponding 
rates  for  England  and  Wales. 


Deaths  from  all  causes  totalled  301,  an  increase  of  8 compared  with 
1961.  Coronary  disease  was  again  the  leading  cause  of  death  accounting  for 
rather  more  than  2C%  of  all  deaths.  Deaths  from  Cancer  of  the  lung  and 
Bronchus  increased  to  11  from  7 in  1961,  and  the  increase  in  deaths  from 
this  cause  in  the  country  as  a whole  continued.  Cigarette  smoking  is  the 
most  likely  cause  of  this  increase.  Although  there  is  evidence  that 
atmospheric  pollution  also  increases  the  incidence  of  lung  cancer,  no 
matter  what  steps  are  taken  to  reduce  the  pollution  of  the  air  there  is  no 
doubt  that  a reduction  in  cigarette  smoking  would  prevent  much  suffering  and 
many  premature  deaths.  In  the  face  of  these  indisputable  facts  it  is 
imperative  that  every  effort  should  be  made  to  bring  about  a substantial 
reduction  in  cigarette  smoking.  It  is  even  more  important  that  everything 
possible  should  be  done  to  discourage  the  younger  generation  from  forming 
this  dangerous  habit.  With  this  in  mind  the  Council  have  arranged  for  a 
special  Mobile  Unit  organised  by  the  Central  Council  for  Health  Education 
to  visit  the  secondary  schools  in  the  district  in  the  near  future  to  present 
the  known  facts  on  the  effects  of  smoking  to  the  younger  pupils.  This  is  a 
matter  surely  in  which  parents  have  also  an  important  responsibility. 
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The  incidence  of  infectious  illness  was  exceptionally  low,  and 
it  is  particularly  pleasing  to  note  that  for  the  fourth  successive  year 
there  were  no  cases  of  acute  poliomyelitis,  and  again,  no  cases  of 
diphtheria.  This  happy  result  must  be  attributed  at  leastin  part,  to 
the  fact  that  a high  j • ^portion  of  children  in  the  district  have  been 
protected  against  both  liseases  by  immunisation.  This  is  a striking 
contrast  to  the  situation  with  smallpox  vaccination.  The  vaccination 
rate  amongst  children  has  been  persistently  low  for  many  years  and  has 
resulted  in  a poorly  protected  community.  Consec  rently  when  cases  of 
smallpox  occurred  in  Yorkshire  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  there  was 
an  unprecedented  rush  for  vaccination,  and  "vr  a short  time  the  demand 
for  vaccine  exceeded  the  supply.  Mass  vaccination  or  anything  approaching 
it  is  generally  undesirable  for  many  reasons  and  can  be  avoided  if  parents 
will  ensure  that  their  children  are  given  smallpox  vaccination  at  the 
recommended  age  between  1 and  2 years. 

There  were  only  2 new  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  compared 
with  6 in  1961,  6 in  i960  and  8 in  1959°  There  were  also  2 new  cases 
of  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis,  in  i960  there  were  also  2 and  in  1959  there 
was  one. 


The  first  Smoke  Control  Order  affecting  979  properties  in  the 
North  Easterly  part  of  the  district  became  effective  on  July  1st  1963 • 

The  Council  propose  to  make  a second  Order  which  will  affect  3600 
properties  and  much  of  the  preliminary  work  has  been  completed,  but  the 
submission  of  the  Order  to  the  Minister  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  for 
confirmation  has  been  delayed  pending  an  assurance  that  adequate  supplies 
of  suitable  smokeless  fuel  will  be  available. 

In  conclusion,  it  is  a great  pleasure  to  express  my  gratitude  to 
the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee  for  their  continued 
interest  in  all  matters  affecting  the  health  of  the  community.  I am 
indebted  to  Mr. Peacock  and  the  staff  of  the  Health  Department  for  their 
hard  work  throughout  the  year,  and  to  colleagues  in  other  departments  for 
their  willing  co-operation  at  all  times.

The  whole  of  the  Urban  District  is  served  directly  from 
the  public  water  mains  of  the  Stockport  and  District  Wat_r  Board. 


The  water , which  is  chemically  tr  ated  to  prevent 
plumbo-solvent  action,  is  stored  in  impounding  reservoirs,  treated 
by  mechanical  filtration  plant  and  subsequently  chlorinated.  It 
has  been  satisfactory  in  quality  and  quantity. 


Bacteriological  examinations  are  made  monthly  of  the  raw 
water  and  weekly  of  the  treated  wat.-.r  going  into  supply,  the 
results  being  satisfactory.  Chemical  analyses  are  made  monthly  of 
the  raw  wat  .r  and  treated  water  going  into  supply,  again  with 
satisfactory  results.

Report  - SATISFACTORY. 
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( i i i ) Swimming.  Baths 

The  District  has  one  privately  owned  Swimming  Bath,  situate 
at  Bramhall,  comprising  an  Outdoor  Pool  and  an  Indoor  Pool  both  of 
which*  are  open  to  the  public.  During  the  year  the  majority  of 
wooden  cubicles  wore  demolished  and  brick-built  cubicles  provided. 

The  water  used  is  from  the  public  supply  and  the  continuous 
filtration  method  of  purification  is  in  operation. 

Visits  ^rc  made  for  the  purpose  of  testing  the  water  for 
chlorination  and  acidity,  the  tests  being  carried  out  at  the  time 
of  visit.  The  Department  has  its  own  apparatus  for  carrying  out 
the  necessary  tests.  Samples  of  the  bath  water  tak m for 
bacteriological  examination  have  proved  satisfactory.

( v ) Pet  Animals  Ac  t 5 1951 

The  occupiers  of  threh  premises  in  the  Urban  District  are 
licensed  to  use  such  premises  as  Pet  Shops.  All  the  premises  were 
visited  during  the  y~ar  and  conditions  found  wmc  satisfactory. 

( v i ) Rodent  Control 

During  the  year,  the  Council’s  Rodent  Operative  made  1790  visits 
and  inspections.  In  addition.,  119  visits  and  inspections  were  made  by 
the  Public  Health  Inspectors.  All  types  of  prop-jrtios  have  been 
inspected  and  tr  ^atments  carried  out  where  inf  estations  were  discovered. 

The  Council's  Refuse  Tip,  Sewage  Works  and  Depots  were 
regularly  treated,  and  the  treatment  of  Sewers  in  the  Urban  District  was 
again  carried  out,  all  with  good  results.

The  sewerage  system  of  the  Urban  District  is  kept  constantly 
under  review  and  despite  the  demands  made  on  it  by  the  very  rapid 
post-war  development  this  system  is  proving  adequate  and 
surcharging  has  not  been  apparent  for  many  years. 

With  the  exception  of  some  29  outlying  premises  with  pail  closets 
all  the  properties  in  the  Urban  District  have  water  closets,  and  of 
these  only  35  are  not  connected  to  the  sewers. 

Although  the  first  phase  of  the  extensions  to  the  Offerton  Sewage 
Purification  works  was  completed  in  1960,  the  flow  now  being  received 
at  the  works  is  approaching  design  capacity  and  the  remainder  of  the 
extensions  will  be  required  by  1968. 

Whilst  the  sewage  from  the  Bramhall  area  is  treated  at  the 
Manchester  Corporation  Davyhulme  Works  the  Offerton  works  treats 
sewage  from  both  Stockport  County  Borough  and  Marple  Urban  District.
